KEEPING SCORE 

As the last fortnight in December comes, it brings with it the 
beginnings of summaries, as though a score were being kept on 
the world. One of the sorriest records is that of fatal accidents, 
a black mark against the alleged common sense of the so-called 
human race. For—and here is the reason—the proportion of ac- 
cidents that are preventable by the use of a little common caution, to 
the total number is so high that it almost makes one despair of man- 
kind ever learning. 

The department of commerce announces that in 1923 practically 
one fifth of all fatalities from accidents were the result of automobile 
accidents. Approximately twice as many deaths from automobile 
accidents occurred in urban as in rural districts; a difference 
doubtless due, in part, to the greater number of hospitals in urban 
districts. ; 

“Of the 38 states, only three—Kentucky, Mississippi and 
Wyoming—had higher mortality rates from railroad accidents than 
from automobile accidents. Wyoming had the highest mortality rate 
from railroad accidents (34 per 100,000 population) and Massa- 
chusetts the lowest (3.5). 


“Wyoming also had the highest moriality rate from all kinds

President Coolidge, in discussing the “budget, attacked th. 
system of Congress giving fed*ral aid to states, conditioned uper. 
A state legislature or the people voting as much more money foi 
the project. 

_ He pointed out that estimates were called for more than 
$109,000,000 for highways, boats, naval and harbor improvements, 
naval bases and éven fortifications, providing the states raised as 
much more money. 

’ As a matter of fact, no more pernicious system of doubling up 
appropriations and burdening the people with high taxes and bond 
issues, has ever been invited. 

' It is employed extensively in farming so-called uplif® legislation, 
agricultural college and state university extension work, giving so 
thuch to each state or county if the state or county will raise as much 
mor’. . ee oY 
It is a system that, once inaugurated, leaves the states and their 
subdivisions helpless against the pressure and demands of paternalistic 
officialism that wants to spend the money. 

President Coolidge spoke of this system of federal subsidies 
while other authorities use stronger terms such as “bribery” and 
“political hijacking.” 

» Under one of these laws, the federal government sent the 
Government of Main $5,000 to spend on maternity care in one city 
and he promptly retunred the check with a letter that is a classic. 

;, Massachusetts refused similar appropriations from the {°deral

To make enough for a good-sized 
gcose ¥ou will need four medium- 
sized onions, eigh sage leaves a 
quarter pound of bread crumbs— 
which comes to a little over a cup— 
three tablespoons of butter, one, egg 
yolk, salt and pepper. The onicns 
should be peeled and set over the 
fire in boilimg water. Let them sim- 
mer for five minutes. Add the sage 
leaves, and let it simmer for a few 
minutes longer. Drain and chop 
crumbs seasonings and other ingred- 
ients. If you wish you may simmer 
the liver of the goose, chcp it very 
fine and add to the stuffing. Many 
gourmets who do not care to eat the 
stuffing hold that a sage and onion 
force—as they call it—improves the 
flavor of the goose wher cooked.

Since January Ist, 1923, the Santa Fe
